To  the  Honorable  James  P.  Goodrich,  Governor  of  the  State  of  Indiana. 

Sir  : — The  Board  of  Trustees  for  the  Indiana  School  for  Feeble-Minded 
Youth  has  the  honor  to  submit  this,  its  forty-first  annual  report,  for  the 
fiscal  year  ending  Spetember  30,  1919,  together  with  a  detailed  account  of 
its  operations,  as  shown  by  the  annual  report  of  its  Superintendent,  accom- 
panied by  various  statistical  exhibits,  to  which  your  attention  is  respectfully 
directed. 

ORGANIZATION 

The  terms  of  James  W.  Sale  and  Edward  M.  Wilson  as  Trustees  having 
expired  early  in  May  of  the  fiscal  year,  you  reappointed  them  for  a  term  of 
four  years,  and  at  the  regular  monthly  meeting  in  May  the  following  organi- 
zation was  effected  to-wit:

Dr.  George  S.  Bliss,  Superintendent  since  November,  1912  continues 
in  that  position.  His  work  has  been  most  arduous  and  perplexing  owing 
to  the  fixed  maintenance  fund  being  entirely  too  small  to  meet  the  greatly 
increased  cost  of  wages,  food  and  supplies  of  all  classes.  It  was  impossible 
to  keep  a  competent  efficient  corps  of  assistants  on  wage  scales  in  effect 
before  the  war  and.it  became  necessary  to  increase  the  wages  of  practically 
all  employees  early  in  the  year.  At  the  end  of  the  year  it  is  apparent  that 
still  fuither  advances  will  be  imperative  for  the  ensuing  year.  Likewise 
supplies  and  furnishings  of  all  kinds  have  steadily  mounted  in  value,  so  that 
a  serious  deficit  for  the  year  in  our  Maintenance  Fund  was  apparent  before 
the  first  quarter  had  passed,  which  finally  amounted  to  $56,886.33  for  the 
year,  explained  in  detail  in  the  statistical  report  appended,  table  No.  7. 
$25,000.00  of  the  deficit  was  supplied  by  you  from  Governor's  Emergency 
Contingent  Fund  and  $31,886,33  by  Auditor  of  State  from  Miscellaneous 
General  Fund.  The  result  was  inevitable,  notwithstanding  every  effort  to 
avoid  it  on  the  part  of  the  Board,  with  the  Superintendent  fully  co-operating. 

The  regular  appropriation  for  Repairs  and  Painting,  amounting  to 
$10,000.00,  was  fully  expended,  with  needed  work  left  undone. 

SPECIFIC  APPROPRIATIONS 

Under  an  appropriation  of  $10,000.00  for  two  silos,  improvements  and 
farm  machinery  for  our  new  Black  Hawk  Farm,  $2,169.60  has  been  expended 
during  the  year,  leaving  a  balance  of  $7,839.40  which  will  be  disbursed  during 
the  year  1920  for  tiling  and  fences. 

An  appropriation  of  $10,500.00  for  an  industrial  siding  and  remodelling 
of  our  coal  bins  was  granted.  Under  the  appropriation  an  excellent  switch 
has  been  constructed  connecting  the  Central  Power  and  Heating  Plant  with 
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the  tracks  of  the  Fort  Wayne  &  Northern  Indiana  Traction  Company,  thus 
enabling  us  to  have  our  coal  delivered,  in  original  cars  at  the  Plant  instead  of 
hauling  by  wagon  as  heretofore.  The  track  has  been  completed  at  a  total 
cost  of  $8,307.96  and  is  now  in  operation.  There  was  an  unexpended  balance 
in  this  fund  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  of  $6,914.60  available  for  the 
remodelling  of  the  Coal  House  to  enable  us  to  run  the  cars  into  the  bins  and 
unload  by  dumping.  We  were  unable  to  secure  necessary  materials  and 
labor  to  do  this  work  during  the  year,  and  under  the  law  this  balance  has 
reverted  to  the  State  Treasury.  We  will  ask  the  General  Assembly  at  its 
next  session  to  reappropriate  a  like  sum  to  enable  us  to  complete  this  much 
needed  improvement.

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Our  schools  for  the  past  year  have  felt  a  good  deal  the  conditions  brought 
about  by  the  war.  Two  of  our  industrial  teachers  failed  to  report  for  duty 
in  October,  having  gone  into  government  service.  Two  left  us  during  the 
year  also  to  enter  into  government  service.  Some  of  these  places  we  were 
able  to  fill,  others  we  were  unable  to  fill  because  of  the  great  demand  for 
industrial  teachers  by  the  government.  However,  we  tried  very  hard  not 
to  let  our  industrial  training  suffer  in  consequence,  and  kept  as  many  of  our 
children  as  possible  doing  t!ne  training  work. 

Our  general  farming  industry  has  progressed  very  satisfactorily  during 
the  past  year.  The  season,  while  not  an  ideal  one  by  any  means,  was  so 
much  better  than  the  season  of  the  year  before,  that  farming  has  been  far 
more  satisfactory. 

Our  industries  continue  to  be  a  valuable  addition  not  only  to  our  plan 
of  employing  the  children  wherever  they  can  be  used,  but  also  valuable  from 
a  financial  point  of  view.  Our  shoe  making  department  particularly  is,  I 
believe,  a  very  profitable  branch  of  our  industries.  During  the  last  year  we 
made  only  about  900  pairs  of  shoes,  whereas  our  population  of  the  institu- 
tion is  over  1,400.  While  a  few  of  the  children  get  their  shoes  from  home, 
there  are  approximately  1,300  children  that  we  have  to  provide  shoes  for  here. 
This  means  that  a  pair  of  shoes  lasts  not  only  a  year,  but  approximately 
three  to  four  months  over  a  year  in  a  great  many  cases,  and  is  an  indication 
that  our  shoes  are  well  made,  of  good  material  and  well  cared  for. 

Our  amusements,  the  moving  pictures,  the  band,  the  orchestra  and  enter- 
tainments provided  by  our  teachers,  have  furnished  satisfactory  recreation 
for  the  children  through  the  school  year. 

The  question  of  sufficient  and  adequate  help  has  been  a  vital  one  through- 
out the  year.  While  we  have  suffered  no  more  than  other  institutions,  and 
not  so  badly  as  some,  yet  the  shortage  of  help  has  meant  a  very  serious 
problem  during  the  past  year.  It  has  meant  that  our  children  have  not  had 
as  good  care  and  supervision  as  we  have  been  accustomed  to  giving  them  in 
the  past,  that  accidents  and  injuries  have  been  more  frequent  and  that 
supervision  has  been  less  thorough.  In  spite  of  this,  through  the  hard  work 
and  loyalty  of  those  remaining,  we  have  been  able  to  avoid  a  serious  let- 
down in  the  standards  of  the  work,  and  care  of  our  .children.  The  situation 
now  at  the  close  of  the  year  is  a  little  more  hopeful,  especially  if  the  Board 
shall  be  able  to  grant  an  increase  in  pay  to  the  employes.  This  I  feel  is 
necessary  in  order  to  enable  us  to  keep  a  sufficient  number  of  employes  in 
the  institution  to  care  for  the  children.  The  increased  cost  of  provisions 
and  supplies  of  all  kinds,  has  left  us  a  considerably  larger  deficit  per  capita 
than  we  were  able  to  show  last  year,  but  I  think  in  that  respect,  this  institu- 
tion will  be  able  to  compare  favorably  with  other  institutions  of  like  character 
in  the  country  and  other  institutions  in  our  own  State.  Of  course,  we  have 
not  had  all  that  we  were  accustomed  to  have  in  the  line  of  supplies  and 
equipment,  but  no  one  has  gone  hungry,  or  cold,  or  lacked  for  clothing  or 
absolutely  necessary  supplies.  I  feel  that  under  the  extreme  trying  con- 
ditions that  the  war  has  brought  about,  we  are  very  fortunate  to  be  able 
to  say  this.
